"The h.-iYe' police have been found to

ban invad:mble addition to the force, the
streets of Washington being particularly
adapt-d for fast wheeling and for the fast
drivmr both of horse vehicles and automo-
bi;:s. Sc'orhers and rtckless drivers of
v..hib-s a autombiles have sport with
th.e unm'unitd p;Ltr-lm. n -n the sidewalks.
but it is the b:ke cops who ultimatelv have
sport with these reckless individuals, and
the safet of the general public is corre-
spendingly increased.
"The bicycle police are found to be of

great service in hurry calls. and in a hun-
dred ways prove their efficiency owing to
their ablity to cover a large territory
quickly. They have banished the scorcher
from our streets as compared with a few
years ago, and when they curb the impetu-
osity of the reek:ess automobilist the pub-
lie will rise and call them thrice blessed.
The people of Washington were heartily
disgusted last year by the reckless drivers
of high-power motor machines. and now
that the bicycle force has been so much
increased it is universally hoped that the
almoat continuous complaints of last year
against the automobilists who think they
own the streets will be pleasantly absent
when they return to town and skim over
the streets and around the corners as if
they were the only persons alive.
*Bicycle policemen receive no extra regu-

lar pay, but are allowed SW a year. out of
which they must maintain their own
wheels. A bike cop may go for a couple of
seasons without suffering more than a
puncture, and again may have two or three
wheels smashed in collisions and runaways
in a summer, the loss being his.
"With the police mounted on horses, num-

bering fifty-one, including four lieutenants
and several sergeants, and the sixty men
on bicycles, one-sixth of the entire police
force of Washington is mounted as contra-
distinguished from foot policemen. The
mounted men do excellent service in the
suburbs and the outlying portions of the
District, and they are familiar objects on
their fine horses patrolling the intersecting
roads of the District. They provide their
own horses, and usually are very proud of
their mounts. Many of our mounted police
have two horses. They are allowed by law
$240each a year for the maintenance of their
horses. These men have put a stop to the
fast and reckless driving on the Conduit
road and other good driving stretches of
roadway near the city which was once
such a r, nace to those who do not believe
in this kind of pastime off a speedway or
race track, and, taken altogether, consti-
tute a fine body of men.
"The mounted poi!ce also form a feature

of all processions and parades In the city
and are generally admired. Taken as an
entirety. the b-cyole corps and the mounted
officers make a splendid showing and are
a brave and fearless lot of athletic men.
In fact. It is one of the sights of the city to
see a big bike cop weighing 175 pounds-
and some weigh more-mounted on a little
twenty-pound wheel, flying at breakneck
speed ov-r the smooth asphalt after some
offender against the fast-driving ordinance,
,r a mounted officer urging his willinghorse at full gait after a runaway in the
suburbs."

A CENTRAL CAPITAL.
All Boads Lead to the District of Co-

lumbia.

Owing to the long duration of unusually

cold and rainy weather, this has been a
very disappointin~g season to transportation
companies, to keepers of pleasure resorts
and hotels, as well as to the various other
extensive business interests and enterprises
whose calculations for success and profit
are based in large degree upon the extent
of patror.age of "summer visitors" and
travelers seeking recreation.
An exception to the general statement

about the disastrous business season is the
Sunapee section of New Hampshire. where
a large number of Washingtonians have 10-catedi for the season. Some of them have
purchased cottages and tracts of land situ-
ated within the interesting villages, and
where they spend three or four months of
each year In recuperation and enjoyment.
There are now more than fifty Washing-
tonians in that vicinity.
Washingtonians believe arnd often express

with commendable pride the opinion that
they are fortunate in being almost ideally
situated. for, looking beyond its nearby
conveniences and advantages, within the
hours of a single day you may penetrate
northerly into New England, southerly
through Virginia into Georgia, Carolinas.
Kentucky and Tennessee; westward through
Maryland, West Virginia, Ohio, into In<41-
ana, ilinois, Michigan, WIsconsin and to
the great lakes, or. easterly, far out on the
Atlantic ocean. From Washington within
twenty-four hours you may be transported,
comfortably, over distances hundreds oT
miles in extent, into radically different cli-
mates and into widely varying tempera-
tures.
Formerly Washington was an Isolated

spot. inaccessible because of Indifferent
and very limited transportation facilities.
Then it was avoided, shunned, by travelers.
Even excursionists ignored and passed away
from or failed to go to see the objects of
interest at the national capital.
Now It is a Center. "All roads lead to

Washington." Take any reliable map
showing transportation routes and note
Washingtomn's position and the various lines
of travel and transportation which lead to
or diverge from the city. Although there
is not qiuite such a network of railroad lines
as will be seen at several other cities, there
are lines in all directions to and from
Washington city, making connections gen-
eral and complete.
The changes la these respects that have

taken place within the past generation have
been very radical and remarkable. "Te re-
sult is that Washington haa become, to
travelers generally and to tourists in par-
tIcular, a place to be reckoned as a point
of Prime importance, to be includsd in mak-
ing up all "itineraries." Without Washing-
ton ah itinerary would be like "Harplet"
minus the melancholy Dane. To the tour-

WASHINGTON OF OLD

NATIONAL CAPITAL NINETY-
EIGHT YEARS AGO.

Extract From the Diary of Charles
Willson Peale, the Ameri-

can Fainter.

From the St. Iois Republic.
The following interesting extracts from

the diary of Charles Willson Peale, the fa-
mous portrait painter of revolutionary
days, containing an account of a visit to
Washington in the year 1804, in company
with Baron Humboldt, appear in the Sun-
day Republic through the courtesy of Mr.
James Y. Lockwood of St. Louis, a great-
great-grandson cf the artist, who now has
the original diary in his possession. The
painter Peale was also a soldier of dis-
tinction, having served with great gallan-
try and abilitws throughout the American
war for national independence, first as

lieutenant and then as captain in the 4th
Battalion of the Philadephia Regiment of R
Foot. He was at the battles of Princeton,
Trenton. Germantown and White Marsh.
The diary. recording events that took place
just a century ago. will be found quaintly
interesting. In part it reads as follows:

Stage to Baltimore.
May 29. 114.-I began a journey into 3

Maryland in company with Doctor CAlins,
Doctor Fothergill. jiaron Humboldt and
his two companions that traveled with him
to South America. We took the mail stage
at $s each passage, left Philadelphi
ten minutes before S o'clock. We arrived
at Susquchanna-after night, and imme-
diately pr< ired to cross the river, where a

When he arrived at the tavern on the V

opposite side he pulled off his stocking
without recollecting that he had. previous 3
to beginning his journey, put two ten-dol- A
Jar notes rolled in his stocking. He forget !
them and did not recollect It until we ar-
rived within sixteen or eighteen miles of -

Baltimore. as day was beginning to break.
He hunted in the stocking. but in vain; ino
notes could be found. By the return stag.
he wrote to the tavernkeeper, but whether
he recovered them I cannot say. One of
the companions of the baron was Monsieur
Bouplond. a botanist, sent by the National
Museum of Paris to collect and make ob-
servation on the plants of South America.
The other gentleman is a native of South
America. by the name of Montrefore. He
was born at Quito, 1.450 fathoms above the
sea and two leagues from the line. We ar-
rived at Baltimore a little before breakfast
on the 30th.

Road to Washington.
81st-We took a stage and visited the fort,

took a view of the city from Federal Hill.
The next morning we set out for Washing-
ton and arrived in time for a late dinner.
The first evening I delivered my letters to
Mr. Samuel Smith and Dr. Thornton, and
took tea with Mr. Smith. The next morning
I waited on the President, who advised me
to take lodgings at the city tavern, that
we might be nearer him and more in the
center of the places we should visit. After
breakfast I accompanied the baron and the
other gentlemen to wait on the President,
who had known before the high reputation
of the baron as a philosopher and ingenious
observer of nature. After leaving the
President's our company walked to George-
town and called at Mr. Pimpon's (French
consul), who is a very polite man, and his
lady an accomplished woman. The Pres-
ident sent us an invitation to dine with
him at half-past 8 the next day (Monday).
Our party were invited to take tea with
Mr. and Mrs. Smith, where we found a
number of ladies. We visited the navy
yard and went on board one of the frigates;
were handsomely received by the officers,
who obligingly showed us the different
parts of the ship and offered us refresh-
ments.
Leaving this unpleasant memento of

death and destruction, we proceeded to the
Capitol to examine the several apartments
where the great national councils sit to
frame laws for the government of the
United States. The wing of the stupendous
and elegant building is yet unfinished and
the center part not begun. The other wing
now under the hands of the workmen was
raised a few feet above the ground. We
first went to the library. where Mr. Beckley n.
received us with politeness and accompa-
nied us through the other apartments. The w

library is a spacious and handsome room, d
and, although lately organized, already in
contains a number of valuable books in s
the best kind of binding. We next visited ,

the chamber where the Senate sits. It is
an elegant room, with a very lofty gallery h
adorned with large and massive pillars. v
This room is warmed by flues from fires r
made beneath it. Went to the top of the
Capitol and had a delightful view of all
the surrounding country. This building is 11
magnificent, and also that allotted for the dl
President, and the fine, broad streets with It
the pavement, particularly Pennsylvania 0
avenue, which has four rows of trees, two it
on each side of the carriageway. One of a
these footways is paved with fiat, square sf
stones and the other handsomely graveled. n
It is one mile in length from the Capitol V
to the President's house. The other public d
buildings are large and not destitute of h
beauty, taking into view that every year v
forwards the completion of a great city, a
Already many good buildings are finished c
for the accommodation of the officers of hl
the government. In order to make the seat st
of government as agreeable as possible a r1
great national college will be very soon 1d
projected. All these circumstances made c.
me. at this moment, think it very probable e
that some provision will be made to induceI
me to remove my museum to this city. I t1
think the time not far distant that some o
proposal will be made for that purpose. We
had an elegant dinner at the President's,c
and what pleased me much--not a single ]
toast was given or called for, or polities M
touched on; but subjects of natural his- e]
tory and improvements of the conveniences I1
of life, manners of different nations de- i
scribed or other agreeable conversation s
animated the whole company. Mr. Madi- Ii
son invited us to dine with him the follow- d
ing day.

Visit to Mount Vernon.
Dr. Collin told me that after I left the A

company had agreed to spend the next day t.
in a visit to Alexandria and Mount Vernon;~
they had ordered an early breakfast and
carriages to be ready. We crossed the~
ferry at Georgetown and traveled a hilly~
road, that frequently gave us a view of~
the river Potomac, and reaching Alexan-
dria at 11 o'clock. While the horses were I
eating we took a walk through the town.
It had increased considerably since my last -

visit during the revolutionary war. It was
then composed of a few scattered buildings, C
chiefly along the river. The houses are
mostly of brick, and many of them in a a
good style of architectiire. Expecting that I
we could not get dinner at Mount Vernon,~

as Judge Washington was not at home,
ye ordered eome refreshments by the time
we returned to the tavern. I alone partook 3
of them, as they thought it too early; but
they were very hungry at Mount Vernon,-
and begged a piece of bread. I felt very
comfortable! They were delighted with the
prospect before this venerable seat.F
To me it was a mixture of pain to reflect

that in this room I ate and drank with Col.
Washington. his lady, son and daughter-
in-law. I remember many conversations a
we had while I was painting the portraits h
of the family, as we used to walk together a
to enjoy the evening breese, and where we
danced to give exercise ,to Miss Custis,
who did not enjoy good health; she was
subject to fits, and Mrs. Washington neverp
suffered her to be a minute out of her fI
ight. She died in a short period after.

Mrs. Washington's son by her former hus-
band was young at that time. He did not
take any part in the revolutionary war,
but in the beginning of it he married aa
daughter of Benedict Calvert, a fine and
most accomplished young woman. Both ofd
them are now dead and have left a family. a
I inquired for the old servants of the gen-
eral. They told me they were all dead, is
except William, his faithful attendant
through the war. I went to the- quarter(an outbuilding so-called), where I found I
him making shoes; he is now a cripple ind
an extraordinary manner; both of bis knee
pans were removed from their places some
inches higher up. This accident happeipedto him from fails at different periods, the I

rAspects of the Housing Problem in
England.

From the IAniidon Slu.'tator.
The housing problem is one that is (v.r

with us. It was with us both in town and
- country in the eighteenth century. and Mr.
Whitbread's poor law bill of 1407 especially-aimed at remedying the deploralile cottl-
tion of the cottages of England at that
date. Despite all that has been done vinw-
then, the problem Is still one that fills the

,mind with horror. The population persist-
ently outgrows remedial actIon, and the
.centripetal tendencies of productIon andt
commerce create centers that have none of
the normal attribu~tes of socIal life. In the
case of insects such as bees and ants, the
housing problem Is remedied immediately it
becomes acute by an organized and auto-
matic system of transmigration. The in-
stinct of these creattures tells them that the
first duty of social life is to maintain the
efficiency of the race, and that the race
ceases to be efficient the moment that it Is
ill-fed and ill-housed. The human race has
the same instinct. and has for thousands of
years poured from east to west in searchl
of fresh woods and pastures new as the re-
sult of defeat, conquest, famine and dis-
ease. The race with the keenest capacity
for colonization has been the surviving
race, and England's capacity for expansion
in all directions has been one of the most
marked signs of its vitality. But in the de-
velopment of social institutions, as truly asin the ascent of man himself, we find that
there arrives a day when instinct must be
replaced by reason.
There arrives a time, to take the case now

under discussion, when the instinct, for ex-pansion must be replaced by a reasonable
solution of the problem that lies behind all
expaneion-the problem of how to live un-
der happy, wholesome conditions within a
limited area. Now that problem is, apart
from the instinct of expansion, insoluble
unless, not one or two. or one or two thou-
sand, persons apply themselves to the prob-
lem, but unless the whole nation faces the
difficulty. Rousing legislation is a good
thing; building laws, sanitary laws, burial
laws, poor laws, are all necessary and ad-
mirable efforts, but they are the efforts of
the few, and, however well administered,
are totally incapable of solving a problem
which in itself will never be fully solvedwhile there remains one family personally
ignorant of the things that belong to its
peace.
,Social problems will .never be solved un-
til the education problem Is solved. Edu-
cate the people, and the social questions
will answer themselves. It is not because
we disregard and would minimize the valueSof legislative efforts that we say this. The
work that the legislature can do is of enor-
mous value; but there can be no doub-t that
the work that the people can do for them-
selves, home to home. manufactory to man-Sufactory, city to city, is final. Therefore n'e
welcome the efforts of societies such as the
Garden City Association, which has just
